The only disclosure of "blocking new requests", in this application, is directed to figure 50 and figure 51 on page 83 (lines 4 and 21). The 
specification does not specifically recite how the blocking actually occurs (i.e., block the source, block the destination, block outputs, block 
inputs, is the link dropped, are requests ignored or queued, does the requester go into a sleep mode so as not to generate more requests, 
exc.) nor are the claims so limiting to page 83. Thus any blocking of requests, including remote cache purging requests or blocking 
execution of a thread to thus block new requests from the thread, and so forth, reads on the claimed limitation of "blocking". As stated by 
Freeman in col. 30 (line 60-et seq.) "Because the request event 700 is an event for which a response is subsequently expected, the 
source subsystem 300 blocks further execution of the thread that generated the request event 700 until the response from destination 
subsystem 300" is received. While this thread is blocked, the source subsystem 300 can communicate with other subsystems through 
other threads." Thus, as long as this thread is blocked, all new requests from this thread to the local server and remote server are 
blocked. 

Also, the claims do not specifically recite which new requests are blocked. Per the applicant's arguments, it would seem all requests to 
the servers are blocked, including non-cache related, and the servers thus would become totally isolated from the world; but such is not 
claimed nor disclosed. Clearly, a server blocking a thread such that the thread is blocked from generating new requests by/from that 
thread reads on "blocking new requests" while still communicating with other threads. Hence, blocking the thread blocks new requests 
from the thread to the local and remote servers. 
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
